Eptron Staxpaap: The article in your p» 
per referring to tbe proposed City Hall ¢s

Will aot ordi- 
nary mortals however be inclined to think 
that the claim to iutallibility which Anglican 
says is made by the committee is rather as- 
sumed by himself? For acting on the sur- 
position that men are fa lible, surely the 
deliberate opinion of tweoty geatlemen is 
usually considered more worthy of respect 
than the hasty statement of one, uoless in- 
deed that one be inspired or inlallible, or 
endowed with something more than ordinary 
wisdom. 

Bat really the communication ia question 
is further exceedingly curious on account of 
its strange logical incousisteacy. Ina one 
sentence the committee are said to arrogate 
to themselves something more than Papal in- 
fallibility, but immediately after we have the 
deciaration ‘Verily latitudinarianism must 
be in the ascendant among the orthodox 
Protestants of Victoria.” The combination 
is evidently very peculiar, and really it is 
the first time we have ever heard the charge 
brought agaiost the seme individus's. Lati- 
tudinarians are not usually supposed to lay 
any claims to infallibility. nor are such a8 
consider themselves infallible usually very 
broad or liberal in their views. But then 
might it not be possible after all that were 
the constitution of the Orphan’s bome. re- 
garded with an anprejudiced eye and in a 
fair and candid spirit, we might find Angli- 
can inser:ing that word “liberality” instead 
of ‘‘latitudinarianism,” and ‘tan ackaow- 
ledgement of truths generally recognized’’ 
instead of ‘‘claims to infallibility” !

With the view of checking these babits of 
intemperance supposed to be the predominant 
vice of the age,resort has been had in England 
to legislative measures, and Purliament has 
beer called upon to pasa what iscalled a‘‘Per- 
missive Bill’’ grant:ng majorities the power of 
objecting to public houses ia their peculiar 
localities. All such attempts to promote the 
cause of Temperance will be fouad abortive, 
men cannot now, more than atany other 
period be, made good by act of Parliament; 
close the public boase, yet ahere atill remains 
the desire for indulgence. to be contested 
agsiost; those who suppose the closing ofa 
public house door would make a drunken 
man into a sober one, would soon discover a 
delusion had been indulged in. All that cao 
legitimately be done with the public house is 
to place it under wholesome restriction, but 
to rea butt against it is enjoined by this Per- 
missive Bill, and to attemptto carry tbe 
course of temperance by storm is sheer folly. 
The moat effective way is by sap, and mine 
and counteracting influence. For the,sup- 
pression of iatemperance a variety of active 
agents bave been in the field :—The Temper- 
ance Iccturer, the school. master, the. pulpit, 
the magistrate and philanthropist. The Tem- 
perance lecturer bas endeavoured to show 
that almost all crime and poverty may be 
traced to intemperasce and recommenda the 
p'edge as the grand satidote, and if need be 
the Maine liquor law. 

The schoel master points to ignorance as 
the pnblic source of crime, that those coa- 
victed of offeaces net tue law ure most of 
them unable to read or write,and recommends 
education as the cure. The minister of re- 
ligion discovers that religious instruction is 
wanting, and 2 is more churches being 
bailt, The mag te more severe peoaltics 
The philanthropist points to social ameliora- 
tion, to museums, to picture galleries and 
mechanic’s institutes, for instruction, and 
now we have bad Pariiament invoked to plan 
a Permissive Bill and this ies proposition is 
the most objectionable of all, because of its 
coercive priaciple; such forced inculcations o! 
propriety might have done for the fret bualf 
of ihs 19th century, but this last balf rejects 
such teachings, aud only believes in moral 
suasion. 

To my mind a very considerable amount of 
intemperance may be traced to a deficfenty of 
resources to fill up the leisure hour. Amuse- 
ments recreative and inteliectual baye never
